Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Applicant contention that claims 24-30 recite statutory subject 
matter (i.e. computer readable memory comprising computer executable instructions), has been accepted by examiner and as such 
examiner withdraws 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection . 



Continuation of 13. Other: In substance the applicant argues that: A) the amendments to claims 24-30 were not substantive; B) Barry 
would qualify as prior art with respect to the present application only under subsection (e) of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 and as such Barry cannot be 
used to preclude patentability of the present invention under 35 U.S.C. 103 (i.e. Barry and present application were commonly owned) With 
respect to A), the examiner respectfully disagrees. The claims were amended to positively recite a limitation that was earlier interpreted by 
examiner as "intended use" (i.e. the configured to language was properly and positively amended to incorporate the limitations it was 
associated with). With respect to B), the examiner respectfully disagrees. WorldCom and MCI announced their merger on 11/10/1997 and 
actually opened up for business on 9/15/2008. Barry was filed on 9/24/1998 and its provisional application was filed on 9/26/1997 which 
predates the merger, therefore the applications were no commonly owned at the time and examiner maintains rejection. 
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
